The U.S. Department o f Labo r has recently 
released a repo rt o n unio n membership in the 
v ario us states which includes a co nsiderable 
amo unt o f interesting info rmatio n. 
Fo r ex ample, three o f the states acco unt fo r 
abo ut o ne o ut o f three unio n members in the 
natio n — New Yo rk, with 2 .5 millio n; Cali­ 
fo rnia, with 1.9 millio n and Pennsy lv ania with 
1.4 millio n. Illino is and Ohio also hav e mo re than 
a millio n members each. To tal membership in 
the U.S. is almo st 17.2 millio n, o f which 14 .1 
millio n are claimed by the AFL-CIO. 
Oddly eno ugh, Michigan, with its auto industry , 
has percentagewise, few mo re unio n members 
than Misso uri. There are 9 6 2 ,000 members in 
Michigan and 5 4 6 ,000 in Misso uri, but mem­ 
bership as a percentage o f emplo y es in no n- 
agricultural establishments is 3 8 .9 in Michigan 
and 3 8 .8 in Misso uri. 
There is ano ther interesting co mpariso n in the 
repo rt: 4 The pro po rtio n o rganized in states 
witho ut right-to -wo rk laws was almo st twice 
the pro po rtio n in states with such laws—3 4 
percent as against almo st 15 percent.”

When more than 43,000 people are killed by 
au tomobiles in one y ear (19 63), trag edy has 
v isited a lot of people who were friends and 
family of the dead. Another trag edy is that many 
of those deaths cou ld hav e been prev ented by 
safer hig hway s, bu t w eren’t. 
No one pretends that all fatalities can be 
prev ented. Bu t, ev en efforts to redu ce their 
nu m ber—to conv ince people to driv e more 
safely —has resu lted in people driv ing less 
safely . The accident rate per 100,000 people 
has increased in each of the past two y ears. 
If we’re g oing to prev ent accidents we wou ld 
be wise to await more persu asiv e m ass com­ 
mu nications before try ing to conv ince people 
to driv e safely , and, meanwhile, concentrate 
u pon improv ing hig hway env ironment. 
Collisions between v ehicles wou ld become rare 
if opposing directions of traffic flow were 
separated by space, ^nd by barriers; if inter­ 
sections w ere eliminated by ov erpasses; if 
direct access to hig hway s from adjoining prop­ 
erty was av oided. Interstate hig hway s incor­ 
porate all these safety featu res. 
The nu mber of inju ries and deaths resu lting 
from increasing ly more frequ ent ru nning -off- 
the-road accidents cou ld be redu ced by wider 
lanes; wide shou lders; protection of all phy sical 
obstru ctions su ch as lig ht posts by g u ard rails; 
wide bridg es, and straig hter cu rv es. 
Traffic eng ineers g enerally ag ree that lig ht, 
too, prev ents accidents and protects pedestrians. 
The well-lig hted streets of some cities g iv e 
the lie to the complaint by cities with dark 
streets that lig ht costs too mu ch. A far g reater 
cost is property damag e and the potential 
produ ctiv ity of traffic accident v ictim s. 
Howev er, it is economically im practical to 
lig ht ru ral roads, where abou t 70 per cent of 
all fatalities occu r, m ore than half at nig ht. 
The alternativ e to lig hts is sig ns which g low 
in the dark, and reflectiv e striping for the edg es 
of roads. 
T here’s no dou bt that hig hway s can be made 
safer. Now it’s a m atter of balancing money 
ag ainst hu man life and determ ining which weig hs 
the most.

- 2. A time-consuming public 
hearing delving into the possi­ 
bility of renewing fight licenses 
for promoter Irv Schoenwald 
and for Clay and Terrell. 
Illinois State Attorney Gener­ 
al William G. Clark, in a six - 
I>age directive to chairman Joe 
Triner of the commission, in 
essence said new licenses would 
have to be approved. 
He pointed out that another 
look must be given to Terrell 
after the New York Athletic 
Commission refused to grant 
him a license on the grounds 
that he once had associations 
with Bernie Glickman of Chica­ 
go, alleged associate of hood­ 
lum s. 


Clark said another look must 
be given to Clay because he 
“ has made statements that he 
was unwilling to serve in the 
Armed Forces of the United 
States, and would take action to 
avoid the draft.” 
Clark said a look must be 
made at Schoenwald’s license to 
promote since there are some 
technicalties involved such as 
ex piration of his license March 
2 2, a week before the fight, and 
ex piration of his bond March 9. 
Renewal of the license for 
Schoenwald, who has held one 
ki the state for 32 y ears, is a 


simple procedure. 
But the other look at licenses 
for Clay and Terrell become 
a problem. 
“ Even if all objections can be 
cured,” said Clark, “ there still 
is the burning issue of acts det­ 
rimental to box ing. If the com­ 
mission holds a hearing — and 
it is required if plans to hold the 
fight in Illinois continue — it 
will then be up to the commis­ 
sion to determine if such a fight 
would be in the best interests of 
the public of Illinois.” 
Section 
23 
of the Illinois 
Sports Act provides that a licen­ 
see “ shall be a person of good 
and stable moral character not 
likely to engage in acts detri­ 
mental to the public or to hon­ 
estly conducted box ing match­ 
es.”

decades, the introduction 
of 
low-cost two-way radios 
of­ 
fers men advantages and con­ 
veniences that many fishermen 
cannot overlook. 
The llmited-range CB radio 
has numerous practical 
ap­ 
plications which are becoming 
more and more apparent 
on 
larger 
waters 
throughout 
the country , 
say the fishing 
authorities at Mercury 
out­ 
boards. They cite the following 
ex amples: 
In lakes, bay s or offshore 
where game fish school 
and 
feed on or near the surface, 
fishing is fest and ftirious for 
short periods. Guides in such 
waters are inclined to 
co­ 
operate with each other, and 
when one runs into a produc­ 
tive situation, the call goes 
out for all in radio range 
to 
come running. 
Professional men can main­ 
tain contact with their offices 
and still go fishing, as estab­ 
lished m essage relay sy stems 
in effect in many areas permit 
them to enjoy a wide cnoice of 
fishing destinations. 
Invaluable for emergencies, 
a boater can use a CD radio 
to summon assistance if he 
runs out of gas.

cou rage to challenge

ethics of Sen. Tom Dodd, Dem­ 
ocrat of Connecticu t. 
Significantly , thelast m ember 
of Congress to officially c riti­ 
cize another congressm an was 
Sen. William Benton, also 
a 
Democrat of Connecticu t, whose 
charges against the late 
Sen. 
McCarthy 
resu lted 
in Mc­ 
C arthy 's official censu re. Ben­ 
ton was defeated for re-elec­ 
tion as a 
resu lt of 
that bat­ 
tle, when McCarthy campaigned 
throu ghou t the state and 
de­ 
manded that Benton be 
de­ 
feated. Paradox ically , it's the 
man who replaced Benton, Sen. 
Thomas J . Dodd, who is u nder 
fire today . 
Congressman Resnick is the 
man who ex posed the su gar lob­ 
by last su m m er and iu re.ed. 
C ongress to rev ise the su gSr 
qu otas becau se of lobby ing in­ 
flu ence 
with Rep. 
Harold 
Cooley , Dem ocrat of 
North 
Carolina. 
In asking for an inv estiga­ 
tion of Dodd*s condu ct, Res­ 
nick 
labored 
against con­ 
siderable 
obstacles 
and had 
Speaker John McCormack bang 
the gav el on him after he had 
spoken for only one minu te. 
L ater, M cCormack and other 
oldtim ers in Congress warned 
him to take Dodd's name ou t 
of the congressional record. 
What he said, they claim ed, 
was in v iolation of the “ Clu b** 
ru les. 
Howev er, Resnick released a 
copy of his speech to the press 
beforehand, and here are some 


of the pertinent passages. 
“ I rise with some hesitation 
and relu ctance to discu ss

em barrassing. 
Perhaps I am breaking an ‘u n­ 
written ru le.'

“ For the past few weeks I 
hav e been shocked to read

se rie s of colu ms by Drew Pear­ 
son 
and Jack Anderson which 
hav e 
made 
seriou s charges 
against the alleged activ ities 
of Sen. Thomas J . Dodd, and 
his alleged relationship 
with 
Ju liu s Klein, a pu blic relations 
man, lobby ist, and registered 
agent for Germany . 
“ What I 
fou nd particu larly 
painfu l in these colu mns 
was 
the apparent au thenticity and 
docu mentation of the charges 
made. It was not easy for me 
to read that a U. S. senator 
stood accu sed of carry ing ou t 
frequ ent assignm ents for 
a 
registered 
foreign 
agent, in 
behalf of a foreign gov ernment; 
that speeches made on the floor 
by a senator — deliv ered 
as 
his own - w ere actu ally written 
by this foreign agent; That the 
senator allegedly entertained 
this agent's German clients; 
That, at the agent's requ est, he 
made special trips to Germany , 
some 
at U. S. gov ernment 
ex pense, to help settle Mr. 
K lein's bu siness problem s; that 
the senator helped the lobby ist 
propagandize 
in the 
United 
States for the benefit of his 
foreign clients; that the sena­ 
tor, a member of the Foreign 
Relations 
com m ittee, 
su p­ 
posedly 
withheld information 
du ring a com m ittee inv estiga­ 
tion 
into the activ ities 
of 
foreign agents -- information 
that wou ld hav e been damaging 
to M r. Klein; and that 
the 


senator allegedly u sed his high 
position to personally 
in­ 
flu ence foreign com panies 
to 
continu e their bu siness rela­ 
tionships with Mr. Klein. 
“ In 
other 
w ords, 
these 
colu mns pu rport to show that a 
strange and u nex plained 
rela.< 
tlonship 
ex isted 
- 
or still 
ex ists •• between 
these 
two 
m en, in which Mr. Klein feels 
fre e to make frequ ent and insis­ 
tent demands u pon the serv ices 
of a U. S . senator, 
for which 
M r. Klein receiv es pay ment 
from a foreign gov ernment. 
“ One le tte r, which I fou nd 
particu larly offensiv e, 
was 
w ritten by Senator Dodd 
to a 
member of the German cabinet. 
It strongly su ggested that mem­ 
bers of C ongress, both Repu bli­ 
can and Dem ocratic, endorse 
M r. Klein and habitu ally seek 
h is adv ice. I considered 
this 
presu m ptu ou s statem ent an in­ 
su lt to me and many of 
my 
colleagu es, since it presu m ed 
to speak for me and was totally 
u ntru e. 
“ The A m erican people hav e 
had their faith shaken in the 
past. Only a few months 
ago 
Congress receiv ed a v ery bad 
press when arm ies of lobby ists 
inv aded Capitol Hill to get su gar 
qu otas for their clients. And, of 
cou rse, 
before that 
there 
was the Bobby Baker scandal, 
Which needs no fu rther am pli­ 
fication from m e. Ov er the 
y ears, influ ence-peddling 
and 
conflicts of interest 
hav e al­ 
way s been u nwelcomed — bu t 
hardly u nknown — intru ders in 
W ashington. 
“ These 
situ ations, 
and the 
su spicion and shame they bring 
to Congress, em phasize 
the 
need for a congressional code of 
ethics. The natu re of a con­ 
g ressm an's or senator's posi­ 
tion giv es him v irtu ally u n­ 
lim ited freedom of action. He 
shou ld not be left completely 
to his own ju dgment - becau se 
ju dgment is elastic, and v ariou s 
between indiv idu als. 
“ Once hav ing 
established 
su ch a code, Congress 
mu st 
enforce it. Why shou ld we wait 
u ntil a newspaperman or some 
inv estigativ e agency blows the 
w histle? 
“ According to the present 
sy stem , 
Congress 
av oids 
scru tinizing its 
m em bers' 
activ ities too closely . The most 
flagrant v iolations of the pu blic 
tru st a re ov erlooked, in strict 
accordance with 
traditional 


‘Clu b* ru les. 
“ H iis is wrong. I wou ld like 
to rem ind ev ery one of 
my 
colleagu es that none of u s is an 
innocent 
by stander. When the 
mu d flies, it gets all of u s 
dirty . We all liv e in 
one 
Hou se, u nder one roof, and we 
are ju dged collectiv ely by the 
people. 
“ No one qu estions the fact 
that the 
ov erwhelming 
ma­ 
jority of congressmen 
and 
senators are dedicated 
and 
highly principled people, moti­ 
v ated by the finest instincts.A s 
a m atter of fact, the 
same 
Jack Anderson who wrote so 
scathingly abou t Senator Dodd 
dev oted a fu ll colu mn la st Su n­ 
day to a series of short pro­ 
files of a nu mber of congress­ 
men who are scru pu lou s alm ost 
to a fau lt. 
“ A popu lar song proclaim s, 
‘happiness is different things to 
different people.*' I su bmit that 
ethical behav ior is in the same 
category . With Congress setting 
a standard — and enforcing it 
with determ ination -• all of u s 
will feel a little more com fort­ 
able knowing that we mu st all 
m easu re u p to the v ery same 
standard of proper behav ior. 
“ I firm ly believ e that 
the 
tim e of decision has arriv ed for 
u s 
to look 
deeply 
inside 
ou rselv es, indiv idu ally and as 
a body . Ifast and recent ev ents 
hav e made it clear that 
one 
congressm an's ethical standard 
may not be qu ite ex actly 
the 
same as another's. And 
so, 
for the protection of both 
of 
them, and for the nation as a 
whole, I u rgently requ est at this 
tim e that Congress giv e priority 
attention to the establishment 
of a code 
of ethical behav ior 
for the gu idance of its mem- 
bers.**

training at M.U., he said the 
time might come when admis­ 
sion standards would have to 
be raised but the commission 
has made no decisions on this. 
Morton predicted that as jun­ 
ior colleges increase, 14 yea rs 
of public education will become 
a s common as 12-year high 
school training is now.

lowing which members had the 
opportunity of asking any ques­

answered 
either by the President or Vice 
President, or by Secretary of 
State Rusk, Secretary of De­ 
fense 
McNamara, 
General 
W heeler, Chief of Staff, or Am­ 
bassador Avarell Harriman. 
There were two sessions of 
the briefings, the first attended 
by about 200, including mem­ 
bers of the House and Senate 
Appropriations 
Committees, 
members of the Armed Services 
Committees, and members of 
the Foriegn Relations and For­ 
eign Affairs Committee. 
On the following day, la st F ri­ 
day, along with more than 200 
other members of Congress I 
went 
to the White Houser* at 
8;30 a .m ., for a sim ilar brief­ 
ing which began at 8;45 a.m., 
with V ice President Humphrey 
leading off with a 20-minute 
report on his trip, after being 
introduced by President John­ 
son 
who announced that this 
would be an open session, “ no 
holds 
ba rred " in 
which all 
members would be given direct 
answers to any questions com­ 


ing to their minds. Never in the 
more than 12 years that I have 
been a member of Congress 
have I attended any meeting 
where the members of the Exe­ 
cutive 
Department, 
including 
the 
President, 
opened them­ 
selves 
so completely and so 
frankly. I have never seen P res­ 
ident Johnson in better form, 
and speaking without reference 
to any notes, (with the ex­ 
ception 
of 
reading 
brief 
excerpts 
from the 
Aug. 
10, 
1964, Joint Resolution approved 
by Congress by a vote of 502-2) 
spoke 
intermittently 
for ap­ 
proximately one hour during the 
conference which lasted for two 
hours. 
Answering most of the ques­ 
tions himself, he did call upon 
the Vice President and the two 
members of his 
cabinet for 
comments on some of the ques­ 
tions. General W heeler also 
reported 
on 
the 
m ilitary 
aspects, including the morale 
of troops in Vietnam. Those few 
who did not attend the brief­ 
ing, 
passed up what I con­ 
sider one of the highlights of 
my experience in Congress, and 
I can truthfully say that I left 
that meeting with grea ter a s­ 
surance, 
and more complete 
confidence in the actions which 
have been and which are being 
taken in the distasteful situa­ 
tion in which we find ourselves, 
than I had ever dreamed would 
be possible. 
It 
is 
most unfortunate that 
the entire briefing could not 
have been televised, for it would 
have been most beneficial for 
the people of this nation to have 
watched and listened, not neces­ 
sarily to the rem arks of the 
President and Vice President, 
but the manner and the frank­ 
ness with which they answered 
the 
questions, which covered 
every a rea. It is one thing to 
listen to a speech on televi­ 
sion, which raises many ques­ 
tions in the minds of the view­ 
e r which they cannot have an­ 
swered. It is quite another to 
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be in a group such as this where 
there 
are experts, 
including 
critics, 
to ask the questions 
and to have them answered, 
or to have a more detailed 
explanation of a situation. 
To those who have asked the 
question, 
“ By what authority 
does the President Involve our 
troops in V ietnam ?", I would 
merely call attention 
to the 
Joint Resolution 
referred to 
above, which reads; 
JOINT RESOLUTION 
“ To promote the maintenance 
of international peace and se­ 
curity in Southeast Asia 
“ Whereas naval units of the 
Communist regim e in Vietnam, 
in violation of the principles 
of the Charter of the United Na­ 
tions and of International law, 
have deliberately and repeated­ 
ly attacked United States naval 
vessels lawfully present in in­ 
ternational waters, 
and have 
thereby created a serious threat 
to international peace; and 
"W hereas these attacks are 
part of a deliberate and sys­ 
tematic campaign of aggression 
that the Communist regime in 
North Vietnam has been waging 
against its neighbors and the 
nations joined with them in the 
collective defense of their free­ 
dom: and 
“ Wnereas the United States is 
assisting the peoples of south­ 
east Asia to protect their free­ 
dom 
and has 
no territoria l, 
military or political ambitions 
in that area, but desires only 
that these peoples should be 
left in peace to work out their 
own destinies in their own say; 


Now, therefore, be it 
"Resolved by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United Sta tes of Am erica In 
Congress assembled, That the 
Congress 
approves 
and sup­ 
ports the determination of the 
President, 
as Commander In 
Chief, to 
take all necessary 
measures to repel any armed 
attack against the forces of the 
United Sta tes and to preventi 
further aggression. 
“ Sec. 2 . The United States 
regards as vital to its national 
interest and to world peace 
the maintenance of international 
peace and security in southeast 
Asia. Consonant with the Con­ 
stitution of the United Sta tes and 
the Charter of the United Na­ 
tions and in accordance with 
its obligations under the South­ 
ea st 
Asia Collective Defense 
Treaty, the United States is, 
therefore, 
prepared, 
as the 
President determines, to take 
all necessary steps, including 
the use of armed force, to as­ 
s is t any member or protocol 
state of the Southeast Asia Col­ 
lective Defense Treaty request­ 
ing assistance in defense of its 
freedom. 
"S e c . 3 . This resolution shall 
expire when the President shall 
determine that the peace and 
security of the area is rea­ 
sonably 
assured by interna­ 
tional conditions created by ac­ 
tion of the United Nations or 
otherwise, except that it may 
be terminated ea rlier by con­ 
current resolution of the Con­ 
g re s s." 
The President reminded the 


me mbe rs of Congre ss tha t this 
re solution, a pproving his a c­ 
tions, wa s pa sse d by a una ni­ 
mous vote of 4 1 4 -0 in the House 
a nd 8 8 -2 in the Se na te . Anothe r 
ve ry importa nt provision of tha t 
re solution is the fa ct tha t it 
ma y be te rmina te d by a con­ 
curre nt re solution, re quiring 
only a ma jority vote . In the 
opinion of your Re pre se nta tive , 
I doubt if such a re solution, 
withdra wing 
support of the 
Pre side nt's a ction, would re ­ 
ce ive a s ma ny a s 2 5 vote s In 
the House toda y, a nd tha t the

COLUMBIA — Dr. John W. 
Schwada, chancellor of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri, concluded 
it 
is to the best interest of 
the United States to help India 
attain her objectives of becom­ 
ing a strong nation. 
On a trip' last month to the 
Asian sub-continent the chan­ 
cellor found both encouraging 
and disturbing factors in the 
program of helping India de­ 
velop new agricultural and tech­ 
nological universities in which 
the University, along with four 
other mid-western Institutions, 
is participating. 
Missouri's part of the pro­ 
gram, conducted in cooperation 
with the U.S. Agency for In­ 
ternational 
Development, is 
centered in a contract to help 
the agricultural college in O ris­ 
sa, on the east coast of India, 
develop as an agricultural and 
technical 
university. Sim ilar 
responsibilities with other uni­ 
versities in India are being as­ 
sumed by Illinois, Ohio State, 
Kansas State and Tennessee 
universities. 
“ Taking all factors into ac­ 
count, our own long-term self- 
interest lies in providing the 
necessary support and techni­ 
cal assistance to help make 
India a strong nation,” 
Dr. 
Schwada said in an interview. 
“ The Agency for International 
Development 
asked the five 
American universities to help 
develop new agricultural and 
technological colleges with the 
hope that advanced American 
agricultural practices can be 
taken to the Indian farmer and 
can be beneficial in terms of 
increasing food supply and pro­ 
viding a sound base for further 


economic development. 
“ These 
efforts 
probably 
should be expanded if the full 
benefits of modern agricultural 
technology are to be made wide­ 
spread throughout India and can 
be done expeditiously enough to 
help eliminate the kinds of food 
emergencies which face India 
today.” 
The University 
mission in 
India currently is headed by 
Wendell McKinsey, professor 
of Agricultural Economics, as 
technical leader. The over-all 
program also involves train­ 
ing on the Columbia campus for 
Indian students, who will return 
to their homeland after their 
studies to further spread tech­ 
nical 
know-how in various 
fields. 
Dr. Schwada found that India 
has a vast reservoir of good 
will toward the United States 
and has a deep distrust and 
fear of Red China. These at­ 
titudes, he believes, constitute 
the best possible Asian bul­ 
wark against Communist ex­ 
pansion. 
“ One of the most encouraging 
factors I found is India's work­ 
ing democracy which has under­ 
gone three changes of govern­ 
ment without conflict over the 
brief span of its 17-year his­ 
tory as an independent nation,” 
Dr. Schwada, whose academic 
field is political science, ex­ 
plained. 
“ India is genuinely democratic 
and has inherited the British 
tradition of democratic proc­ 
esses, apparently with great 
success. 
“ A second encouraging factor 
is 
that India 
possesses the 
ability to feed her people, given 


the benefits of modern agricul­ 
tural technology. The cultiva­ 
tor, or farmer, is ready and 
willing to accept these bene­ 
fits. He sees the obvious ad­ 
vantages to himself in terms 
of food supply and standard of 
living. 
“ The problem is to get the 
information to him—to get to 
him the means and tools for 
taking advantage of the tech­ 
nology which is so widespread 
and well developed here. 
“ The leadership of India has 
a sense of urgency with respect 
to India’s problems, domestic 
and international. Mrs. Indira 
Ga .dhi (the premier), and Mr. 
Subramaniam, the new food and 
agricultural minister, and many 
others feel that practical, im­ 
mediate steps must be taken to 
solve some of these problems 
and particularly to provide an 
agricultural base for develop­ 
ment of the India economy.” 
Chancellor Schwada listed as 
disturbing factors the millions 
who are undernourished, many 
other millions close to starva­ 
tion, and a population growth 
that tends to outstrip the growth 
in food supply. 
“ Millions of Indians live and 
work under conditions which we 
would consider intolerable and 
which are close to inhuman,” 
he said. “ The bureauracy of 
India is slow moving and, to 
many Indians and to most of us, 
seem unconcerned or at least 
slow 
to accept the dangers 
growing out of the vast gulf 
between the upper classes and 
the mass of India's people,” he 
continued. 
“ We are also disturbed by 
many things we see in India, 


most obvious of which is the 
undernourishment of millions 
of its people near starvation, 
the 
continued reliance upon 
simple manpower for indus­ 
trial tasks. It is nearly un­ 
believable the degree to which 
human beings are called upon 
to perform tasks which would 
be considered impossible in an 
industrialized nation. 
“ Many of the officials, and 
the educated, and professional 
people see nothing unique in the 
vast gulf between themselves 
and a large share of the Indian 
population. We must remember 
that this has historically been 
true in India, and so is not 
startling to those who have lived 
with it and have had it as part 
of their history over many cen­ 
turies. 
“ The United States State De­ 
partment and the Agency for 
International Development have 
taken into account all these 
factors.” 
In the final analysis, long­ 
term American policy and long­ 
term 
United States 
self- 
interest, fully justify the ef­ 
forts of the United States gov­ 
ernment and private and public 
agencies, including land-grant 
universities, to help India at­ 
tain her objectives, Dr. Schwada 
said.

ST. LOUIS — The board of 
trustees of Missouri Baptist 
College announced today that 
Dr. Luther A. Foster will be 
its first president. 
Dr. Foster is president of 
Hannibal-LaGrange College in 
Hannibal and will maintain that 
position. 
He may be the first man in 
history to be president of two 
different 
colleges 
simul­ 
taneously. The reason is this: 
an 
11-man study committee 
composed of trustees from the 
Hannibal-LaGrange and Mis­ 
souri Baptist college boards is 
now investigating the possibility 
of merging the two colleges. 
If the idea comes to fruition, 
there will be one college with 
two separate campuses, one in 
Hannibal and one in St. Louis. 
Dr. Foster would then be the 
president of the combined col­ 
leges. 
Dr. 
Foster was born and 
reared in Putnam County. He 
was graduated from William 
J ewell College in 1925 with a 
bachelor of arts degree, was a 
graduate student at Northwest­ 
ern university the following two 
years, then was awarded a mas­ 
ter's degree in Theology from 
Southwestern Baptist Theologi­ 
cal Seminary, Fort Worth, in 
1932. On the basis of six years 
work as the secretary of the 
Sunday School department of 
the Missouri Baptist General 
association, he was awarded an 
honorary degree, Doctor of Di­ 
vinity, by William J ewell in 
1950. 
For 12 1/2 years, Dr. Foster 
was pastor of four churches in 
Missouri. On Aug. 1, 1950, he 
v^s^lftctod president of Hanni­ 
bal-LaGrange. 
Missouri Baptist is to be a 
four-year, 
coeducational lib­ 
eral arts college. 
Eighty acres of land has been 
purchased for the campus site 
on highway 40 west of the Cir­ 
cumferential 
highway 
in St. 
Louis county. Construction can 
begin as soon as $1,250,000 has 
been pledged by churches in St. 
Louis 
city and county, 
St. 
Charles, Lincoln, Franklin and 
J efferson counties. To date,

NEW YORK — How far the 
government should go in guiding 
wages, prices, money and credit 
may come to a showdown this 
month. 
The 
administration's guide­ 
lines have been challenged by 
some labor leaders, criticized 
by some corporate executives, 
and 
declared 
inadequate by 
some bankers. 
President J ohnson has taken 
two steps which should result in 
either fresh approaches to the 
problem of inflation or in a 
clea rer view of J ust where the 
government stands. 
First, the President has asked 
his top department heads and 
advisers to 
outline 
definite 
plans for combatting, or ward­ 
ing off, inflation. The question 
still to be answered is whether 
the plans will be for immediate 
action or of a standby nature. 
Second, the President 
has 
named to the Federal Reserve 
Board an economist he calls a 
moderate. The board has been 
split fairly evenly between con­ 
servatives and liberals in tack­ 
ling the problem of easy money 
vs. tight money. The moderate, 
Andrew 
F. Brimmer, 
would 
succeed C. Canby Balderston, 
a conservative. President J ohn­ 
son himself has been regarded 
a s a liberal or easy money man, 
while the board chairman, Wil­ 
liam McChesney Martin,usual­ 
ly is on the more conservative 
side. 
Businessmen, labor officials, 
financial leaders are still pretty 
much in the dark as to what the 
outcome of the two steps will 
be. March might well give the 
answer. 
J ust how Brimmer will vote 
on the question of tightening 
money and credit further if in­ 
flationary drives increase may 
not be known for awhile. But the 
day of decision can't be too far 
off, in the view of many bank­ 
ers. 
J ust what the presidential ad­ 
visers will suggest--and what 
the 
President will do--about 
plans to make wage and price 
guidelines more effective, if not 
more popular, also will be dis­ 
closed later. 
The reaction of labor, busi­ 
ness and the financial commu­ 
nity to any tightening of the 
guidelines might be one of re­ 
sentment and resistance. It de­ 
pends on how the new plan is 
proposed and how it is adminis­ 
tered. 
The public, too, will have a 
stake in the outcome. That's 
because plans to fight inflation 
will probably involve taxes and 
the cost of borrowing money 
and the returns for lending it. 
Labor thinks any new taxes 
should be aimed at corporate 
profits. Management thinks this 
would kill the goose that is lay­ 
ing the golden egg of economic 
expansion. Without a chance for 
profits there’d be little incen­ 
tive to build new plants, buy

spelling brou g ht u p to date; 
pu nctu ation rev ised; the play 
redu ced from fiv e to fou r acts; 
tim e Interv als, stag e directions 
and ag es of characters inserted; 
some monolog u es tu rned into 
dialog u e. 
What he is try ing to do, he 
emphasized, is to rescu e Will 
from the pedants. He say s: 
“ The reading of 'Hamlet,* in­ 
stead of being the lu sty , ex alted

The major item is the $998 
million budget Hearnes has pro­ 
posed to operate the state gov­ 
ernment during the fiscal year 
starting July I and the neces- 
ary transfer of funds involved. 
Appropriations committees are 
in their third week of hearings 
on the money recommendations. 
His budget held capital im­ 
provements to a minimum, de­ 
spite protests from colleges and 
mental health institutions.

5. Authorize junior colleges to

mount because of inability to return books — or 
in many cases sheer procrastination—will be 
especially touched by the week which began 
Tuesday, March I. This, on the authority 
of Chases* Calendar of Annual Events, is the 
beginning of Return the Borrowed Book Week.

UNION MEMBERSHIP 
The U.S. Department of Labor has recently 
released a report on union membership in the 
various states which includes a considerable 
amount of interesting information. 
For example, three of the states account for 
about one out of three union members in the 
nation — New York, with 2.5 million; Cali­ 
fornia, with 1.9 million and Pennsylvania with 
1.4 million. Illinois and Ohio also have more than 
a million members each. Total membership in 
the U.S. is almost 17.2 million, of which 14.1 
million are claimed by the AFL-CIO. 
Oddly enough, Michigan, with its auto industry, 
has percentagewise, few more union members 
than Missouri. There are 962,000 members in 
Michigan and 546,000 in Missouri, but mem­ 
bership as a percentage of employes in non­ 
agricultural establishments is 38.9 in Michigan 
and 38.8 in Missouri. 
There is another interesting comparison in the 
report: “The proportion organized in states 
without right-to-work laws was almost twice 
the proportion in states with such laws—34 
percent as against almost 15 percent.”

Collisions between vehicles would become rare 
if opposing directions of traffic flow were 
separated by space, ^nd by barriers; if inter­ 
sections were eliminated by overpasses; if 
direct access to highways from adjoining prop­ 
erty was avoided. Interstate highways incor­ 
porate all these safety features. 
The number of injuries and deaths resulting 
from increasingly more frequent running-off - 
the-road accidents could be reduced by wider 
lanes; wide shoulders; protection of all physical 
obstructions such as light posts by guard rails; 
wide bridges, and straighter curves. 
Traffic engineers generally agree that light, 
too, prevents accidents and protects pedestrians. 
The well-lighted streets of some cities give 
the lie to the complaint by cities with dark 
streets that light costs too much. A far greater 
cost is property damage and the potential 
productivity of traffic accident victims. 
However, it is economically impractical to 
light rural roads, where about 70 per cent of 
all fatalities occur, more than half at night. 
The alternative to lights is signs which glow 
in the dark, and reflective striping for the edges 
* of roads. 
There’s no doubt that highways can be made 
safer. Now it’s a matter of balancing money 
against human life and determining which weighs 
the most.

interest occur. They also occur 
in the judiciary. Furthermore, 
judges, like congressmen, are 
their own self-judges when it 
comes to deciding where they 
are involved in a conflict. There 
is no appeal if a judge chooses 
to sit on a case in which he is 
prejudiced. 
One of the albest U. S. Court 
of Appeals Judges, Henry J. 
Friendly of New York, sat on 
a case now before the Supreme 
Court in which earlier as a law­ 
yer he had represented one of 
the litigants. 
In the big battle over the New 
York Central railroad, he rep­ 
resented the railroad’s stock­ 
holders against the late Rob­ 
e rt Young and Allan Kirby. 
As a lawyer he tried to charge 
concealment 
on the part 
of 
young and Kirby. 
Later, as a judge on the sec­ 
ond Circuit Court of Appeals, 
he did not step aside but wrote 
a strong dissent based on ex­ 
actly the same charges he had 
previously argued as a lawyer. 
No client before the court can 
force a judge to step aside, 
i ll c f 
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a congressman to refrain from 
noting in a case where he has 
is personal interest. The only 
recourse is public 
reaction 
when facts are reported in the 
press. 
This is why this column has 
been trying to focus such at­ 
tention.

But when you try to pin them 
down regarding Mrs. Howard’s 
exact duties, the state depart­ 
ment spokesman replies; “ It’s 
difficult 
to 
say.” And when 
you ask the amount of her 
salary you don’t get any reply 
at all. Ifs reported to be over 
$20,000. 
Personally, I have seen Mrs. 
Howard in such distant places 
as Caracas, Venezuela, 
and 
Athens, 
Greece. 
She always 
seems to turn up at American 
Embassy cocktail parties when 
a president is being inaugurated 
or a king is getting m arried. 
However, the people of Colum­ 
bus, Ohio, got a clear idea of 
Mrs. Howard’s duties during a 
recent blizzard. All of Central 
Ohio was snowbound, with the 
Columbus airport being closed 
for the day. Just before 
it 
closed, Mrs. Howard arrived, 
en route to 
Antioch College 
55 miles away, and began de­ 
manding 
special privileges. 
Though officers of the state 
highway patrol and the Colum­ 
bus police department 
were

with traffic 
problems, the Vice President’s 
sister demanded a special po­ 
lice escort. 
RED CARPET IN SNOW 
She had called her brother’s 
office in Washington, and Bar­ 


man for HHH, called various 
high-up Ohio Democrats. The 
state department also got busy 
on the phone, with the result 
that snowbound Ohio officials 
did their best 
to lay down the 
red carpet in the snow.

Mayor Jack Sensenbrenner, ex­ 
tremely busy on that blizzard­ 
ly day, had dropped everthing 
and was struggling through the 
snow to present her the key to 
the city.

Chases* Calendar, by the way, is the off­ 
spring of the compendium put out by the U.S. 
Department of Commerce in the early 1940*s 
listing Special Days, Weeks and Months as a 
service to industry and advertising. Publica­ 
tion was taken over by the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce in 1954 and five years later the 
compendium was absorbed by the Chase publish­ 
ing concern. It tells you, for example, when 
Break-a-Cold Month begins—that was Jan. I, 
and probably appropriate for most New Year’s 
Eve celebrants, who at least had the left-over 
medicine. June, year after year, is expectedly 
Fight the Filthy Fly Month. 
There are other favorite days, weeks, and 
months by the literal thousands. If you don’t 
have any borrowed books to return, you might 
want to note that Tuesday also began National 
Egg Month, Spring Clean-Up Time, National 
Coffee Month, the Annual Easter Seal Cam­ 
paign, Red Cross Month, National Weights and 
Measures Week, and Save Your Vision Week, 
among others.

UNION MEMBERSHIP 
The U.S. Department of Labor has recently 
released a report on union membership in the 
various states which includes a considerable 
amount of interesting information. 
For example, three of the states account for 
about one out of three union members in the 
nation — New York, with 2.5 million; Cali­ 
fornia, with 1.9 million and Pennsylvania with 
1.4 million. Illinois and Ohio also have more than 
a million members each. Total membership in 
the U.S. is a l m o s t 17.2 m illio n , of w hich 14.1 
million are c l a i m e d by the A F L - C I O . 
Oddly enough, Michigan, with its auto industry, 
has percentagewise, few more union members 
than Missouri. There are 962,000 members in 
Michigan and 546,000 in Missouri, but mem­ 
bership as a percentage of employes in non­ 
agricultural establishments is 38.9 in Michigan 
and 38.8 in Missouri. 
There is another interesting comparison in the 
report: “ The proportion organized in states 
without right-to-work laws was almost twice 
the proportion in states with such laws—34 
percent as against almost 15 percent.” 
The percentage in Kansas, for example, where a 
right-to-work law is in force, was figured at 
18.8, compared to Missouri’s 38.8.

IMPACT OF THE PRESS 
A RECENT SURVEY of the American Con­ 
sumer Market shows that 87.3 per cent of all 
American households buy and read at least 
one newspaper on the average weekday. 
The survey also shows that 82 per cent of 
the men and 80 per cent of the women read a 
newspaper on the average weekday. 
Broken down into income groups, the week­ 
day reading stands at 98 per cent of all fam­ 
ilies with $10,000 or more in annual income.

Advertisements were run and repeated time 
and again. At first the effect was negligible.

When more than 43,000 people are killed by 
automobiles in one year (1963), tragedy has 
visited a lot of people who were friends and 
family of the dead. Another tragedy is that many 
of those deaths could have been prevented by 
safer highways, but weren’t. 
No one pretends that all fatalities can be 
prevented. But, even efforts to reduce their 
number—to convince people to drive more 
safely—has resulted in people driving less 
safely. The accident rate per 100,000 people 
has increased in each of the past two years. 
If we’re going to prevent accidents we would 
be wise to await more persuasive mass com­ 
munications before trying to convince people 
to drive safely, and, meanwhile, concentrate 
upon improving highway environment. 
Collisions between vehicles would become rare 
if opposing directions of traffic flow were 
separated by space, ^nd by barriers; if inter­ 
sections were eliminated by overpasses; if 
direct access to highways from adjoining prop­ 
erty was avoided. Interstate highways incor­ 
porate all these safety features. 
The number of injuries and deaths resulting 
from increasingly more frequent running-off- 
the-road accidents could be reduced by wider 
lanes; wide shoulders; protection of all physical 
obstructions such as light posts by guard rails; 
wide bridges, and straighter curves. 
Traffic engineers generally agree that light, 
too, prevents accidents and protects pedestrians. 
The well-lighted streets of some cities give 
the lie to the complaint by cities with dark 
streets that light costs too much. A far greater 
cost is property damage and the potential 
productivity of traffic accident victims. 
However, it is economically impractical to 
light rural roads, where about 70 per cent of 
all fatalities occur, more than half at night. 
The alternative to lights is signs which glow 
in the dark, and reflective striping for the edges 
of roads. 
There’s no doubt that highways can be made 
safer. Now it’s a matter of balancing money 
against human life and determining which weighs 
the most.

- 2. A time-consuming public 
hearing delving into the possi­ 
bility of renewing fight licenses 
for promoter Irv Schoenwald 
and for Clay and Terrell. 
Illinois State Attorney Gener­ 
al William G. Clark, in a six- 
jiage directive to chairman Joe 
Triner of the commission, in 
essence said new licenses would 
have to be approved. 
He pointed out that another 
look must be given to Terrell 
after the New York Athletic 
Commission refused to grant 
him a license on the grounds 
that he once had associations 
with Bernie Glickman of Chica­ 
go, alleged associate of hood­ 
lums. 


Clark said another look must 
be given to Clay because he 
“ has made statements that he 
was unwilling to serve in the 
Armed Forces of the United 
States, and would take action to 
avoid the draft.” 
Clark said a look must be 
made at Schoenwald’s license to 
promote since there are some 
technicalties involved such as 
expiration of his license March 
22, a week before the fight, and 
expiration of his bond March 9. 
Renewal of the license for 
Schoenwald, who has held one 
kl the state for 32 years, is a 


simple procedure. 
But the other look at licenses 
for D ay and Terrell become 
a problem. 
“ Even if all objections can be 
cured,” said Clark, “there still 
is the burning issue of acts det­ 
rimental to boxing. If the com­ 
mission holds a hearing — and 
it is required if plans to hold the 
fight in Illinois continue — it 
will then be up to the commis­ 
sion to determine if such a fight 
would be in the best interests of 
the public of Illinois.”

“ The issuance of a license to 
participate in a boxing match is 
a privilege granted by the State 
of Illinois, it is not a right/* said 
Clark. “ I affirm the right of an 
individual to hold whatever be­ 
liefs he may choose. There are 
few restrictions or limitations 
on the right of an individual to 
publicly express 
these 
be­ 
liefs. 
“ However, freedom of speech 
or expression is not the issue 
here. The narrow points of the 
inquiry are these: 
“ I. Whether Mr. Clay’s state-- 
ments relating to the draft indi­ 
cate a present intention to vio­ 
late United State Selective Serv­ 
ice laws and is an action detri­ 
mental to the public. 
“ 2. Whether 
Mr. Terrell’s 
statements before the New York 
Athletic Commission, and its 
rejection of his license applica­ 
tion, indicate that his Illinois 
license should be further re­ 
viewed by the Illinois Commis­ 
sion.”

decades, the introduction

low-cost two-way radios

fers men advantages and con­ 
veniences that many fishermen 
cannot overlook.

more and more apparent 
on

throughout 
the country, say the fishing 
authorities at Mercury

In lakes, bays or offshore

One of the handiest gadgets 
that’s 
come on the fishing 
scene since spinning reels is 
the inexpensive CB (citizen's 
band) radio. 
While most anglers have suc­ 
cessfully pursued their favorite 
sport without the benefits 
of 
airwave communications 
for 
decades, the introduction 
of 
low-cost two-way radios 
of­ 
fers men advantages and con­ 
veniences that many fishermen 
cannot overlook. 
The llmited-range CB radio 
has numerous practical 
ap­ 
plications which are becoming 
more and more apparent 
on 
larger 
waters 
throughout 
the country, say the fishing 
authorities at Mercury 
out­ 
boards. They cite the following 
examples: 
In lakes, bays or offshore 
where game fish school 
and 
feed on or near the surface, 
fishing is fast and furious for 
short periods. Guides in such 
waters are inclined to 
co­ 
operate with each other, and 
when one runs into a produc­ 
tive situation, the call goes 
out for all in radio range to 
come running. 
Professional men can main­ 
tain contact with their offices 
and still go fishing, as estab­ 
lished message relay systems 
in effect in many areas permit 
them to enjoy a wide cnoice of 
fishing destinations.

“ What I 
found particularly 
painful in these columns was 
the apparent authenticity and 
documentation of the charges 
made. It was not easy for me 
to read that a U. S. senator 
stood accused of carrying out 
frequent assignments for 
a 
registered 
foreign agent, in 
behalf of a foreign government; 
that speeches made on the floor 
by a senator - delivered as 
his own - were actually written 
by this foreign agent; That the 
senator allegedly entertained 
this agent’s German clients; 
That, at the agent’s request, he 
made special trips to Germany, 
some 
at 
U . S. government 
expense, to help settle Mr. 
Klein's business problems; that 
the senator helped the lobbyist 
propagandize 
in tile 
United 
States for the benefit of his 
foreign clients; that the sena­ 
tor, a member of the Foreign 
Relations 
committee, 
sup­ 
posedly 
withheld information 
during a committee investiga­ 
tion 
into the activities 
of 
foreign agents - information 
that would have been damaging 
to Mr. Klein; and that 
the 


senator allegedly used his high 
position to personally 
in­ 
fluence foreign companies 
to 
continue their business rela­ 
tionships with Mr. Klein. 
“ In 
other 
words, these 
columns purport to show that a 
strange and unexplained 
rela* 
tionship 
existed — or still 
exists — between these 
two 
men, in which Mr. Klein feels 
free to make frequent and insis­ 
tent demands upon the services 
of a U. S. senator, for which 
Mr. Klein receives payment 
from a foreign government. 
“ One letter, which I found 
particularly offensive, 
was 
written by Senator Dodd to a 
member of the German cabinet. 
It strongly suggested that mem­ 
bers of Congress, both Republi­ 
can and Democratic, endorse 
Mr. Klein and habitually seek 
his advice. I considered 
this 
presumptuous statement an in­ 
sult to me and many of 
my 
colleagues, since it presumed 
to speak for me and was totally 
untrue. 
“ The American people have 
had their faith shaken in the 
past. Only a few months 
ago 
Congress received a very bad 
press when arm ies of lobbyists 
invaded Capitol Hill to get sugar 
quotas for their clients. And,of 
course, 
before that 
there 
was the Bobby Baker scandal, 
which needs no further ampli­ 
fication from me. Over the 
years, influence-peddling and 
conflicts of interest have al­ 
ways been unwelcomed -- but 
h ardy unknown •• Intruders in 
Washington. 
“ These 
situations, and the 
suspicion and shame they bring 
to Congress, emphasize 
the 
need for a congressional code of 
ethics. The nature of a con­ 
gressm an's or senator’s posi­ 
tion gives him virtually un­ 
limited freedom of action. He 
should not be left completely 
to his own judgment — because 
judgment is elastic, and various 
between individuals. 
“ Once having 
established 
such a code, Congress 
must 
enforce it. Why should we wait 
until a newspaperman or some 
Investigative agency blows the 
whistle? 
“ According to the present 
system, 
Congress 
avoids 
scrutinizing its 
members* 
activities too closely. The most 
flagrant violations of the public 
trust are overlooked, in strict 
accordance with 
traditional 


‘Club* rules. 
“ This is wrong. I would like 
to remind every one of 
my 
colleagues that none of us is an 
innocent 
bystander. When the 
mud flies, it gets all of us 
dirty. We all live in 
one 
House, under one roof, and we 
are judged collectively by the 
people. 
“ No one questions the fact 
that the 
overwhelming 
ma­ 
jority of congressmen 
and 
senators are dedicated 
and 
highly principled people, moti­ 
vated by the finest instincts. As 
a matter of fact, the 
same 
Jack Anderson who wrote so 
scathingly about Senator Dodd 
devoted a full column last Sun­ 
day to a series of short pro­ 
files of a number of congress­ 
men who are scrupulous a1 most 
to a fault. 
“A popular song proclaims, 
‘happiness is different things to 
different people.** I submit that 
ethical behavior is In the same 
category. With Congress setting 
a standard — and enforcing it 
with determination -• all of us 
will feel a little more comfort­ 
able knowing that we must all 
1 measure up to the very same 
standard of proper behavior. 
“ I firmly believe that 
the 
time of decision has arrived for 
us 
to look 
deeply 
inside 
ourselves, individually and as 
a body. Past and recent events 
have made it clear that 
one 
congressman’s ethical standard 
may not be quite exactly the 
same as another’s. And 
so, 
for the protection of both 
of 
them, and for the nation as a 
whole, I urgently request at this 
time that Congress give priority 
attention to the establishment 
of a code of ethical behavior 
for the guidance of its mem­ 
bers.**

Expansion Forecast 


JEFFERSON CITY A P — Ex­ 
pansion 
of M issouri’s junior 
college 
system 
was forecast 
by Dr. Ben Morton, executive 
secretary of the State Com­ 
m ission on Higher Education. 
He 
said that would let the 
state colleges and universities 
concentrate on students 
who 
are better risks for finishing a 
full four-year college course. 
He told the House Appropria­ 
tions Committee the U niversity 
of M issouri should focus more 
and m ore on graduate and pro­ 
fessional training, but this will 
be a gradual process and no 
tim e schedule has been worked 
out yet. 
Morton 
reported the 
junior 
college system , in M issouri and 
nationwide, is evolving toward 
greater em phasis on vocational 
and 
technical training. That 


would meet the demands of stu­ 
dents who might not be fitted 
for academic degrees but would 
still allow them to get educa­ 
tion beyond the high school. 
In this way, he said, the jun­ 
ior colleges can act as a screen­ 
ing device to find the students 
suited for third and fourth year 
college education and possibly 
later graduate work.

the shift of em phasis to 
graduate 
and 
professional 
training at M.U., he said the 
tim e might come when adm is­ 
sion standards would have to 
be raised but the com m ission 
has made no decisions on this. 
Morton predicted that as jun­ 
ior colleges increase, 14 years 
of public education will becom e 
as 
common as 12-year high 
school training is now.

The President has 
just sent 
to C ongress a m essage c a ll­ 
ing for an increased attack on 
air and water pollution. 
The m essage outlines a clea n - 
r iv er s demonstration program 
to 
control 
pollution 
and r e ­ 
store natural beauty for entire 
riv er basins. There is already 
a study underway, with 
head­ 
quarters in Kansas City, for 
surveying 
pollution problem s 
in the M issouri River Basin. 
The President called for con­ 
tinued Federal programs to aid 
the 
construction 
of modern 
w aste treatment plants. In r e ­ 
cent 
years 
210 waste treat­ 
ment projects 
have 
been 
launched 
in M issouri. At 
a 
total cost of $146,000,000, over 
170 of these projects 
are now 
com plete. Federal assistan ce in 
th ese projects amounts to $16,- 
5 OO, OOO under the Fede ral W at - 
er Pollution Control A ct. The 
P resident’s Budget, issued e a r­ 
lie r this year, calls for $150,- 
000,000, 
during 
the twelve 
months beginning July, 1966, 
to continue the sewage treat­ 
ment and storm sew er program . 


Also urged by the m essage is 
completion of our national park 
system by 1972 - - the 100th 
anniversary of Y ellow stone, the 
w orld’s 
first national park. 
The President recommended 
a new Redwood National Park 
to protect the nation’s famous 
Redwood trees, many of which 
are 2,000 years old. 
M issouri 
farm ers produced 
record corn, soybean, and grain 
sorghum crops in 1965, accord­ 
ing to the latest figures. 
Total value of M issouri crops 
in 1965 
was $718,988,000 — 
up 15 percent over 1965. P ro­ 
duction per acre was also at 
record levels. 
Corn production in M issouri 
reached an all tim e record of 
223,488,000 bushels and a re c­ 
ord yield 
of IO bushels 
per 
acre higher than in 1964. M is­ 
sou ri is the nation’s number 
five corn producing state. 
M issouri’s soybean produc­ 
tion rose 38 per cent last year 
for a record 
of 80,919,000 
bushels with per - acre yields 
equalling the 1958 record. M is­ 
sou ri farm ers are now produc­ 
ing over IO per cent of the na­ 
tion’s soybeans. 
Grain sorghum production was 
up 39 per cent in M issouri 
la st 
year. 
M issouri farm ers 
planted 230,000 acres to pro­ 
duce 13,110,000 bushels. 
Meanwhile, M issouri’s wheat 
production dropped 30 per cent 
to 
32,615,000 
bushels 
and 
Southeast 
M issouri’s 
cotton 


All 
m em bers of Congress, 
R epresentatives and Senators, 
have 
had the 
opportunity of 
attending a briefing on the Viet­ 
nam situation, at which Vice 
President 
Humphrey gave an 
account of his recent visit to 
Southeast Asia; at which P res­ 
ident Johnson gave a review of 
our involvement in Vietnam and 
reported on conditions as they 
are at the present time; fol­ 
lowing which mem bers had the 
opportunity of asking any ques­ 
tions 
which 
were 
answered 
either by the President or Vice 
President, or by Secretary of 
State Rusk, Secretary of De­ 
fense 
McNamara, 
General 
W heeler, Chief of Staff, or Am­ 
bassador Avarell Harriman. 
There were two sessio n s of 
the briefings, the first attended 
by about 200, including mem­ 
bers of the House and Senate 
Appropriations 
Com m ittees, 
m em bers of the Armed Services 
C om m ittees, and m em bers of 
the Foriegn R elations and For­ 
eign Affairs Com m ittee. 
On the following day, last Fri­ 
day, along with more than 200 
other m em bers of Congress I 
went to the 
White House* at 
8;30 a.m ., for a sim ilar brief­ 
ing which began at 8;45 a.m ., 
with Vice President Humphrey 
leading off with a 20-minute 
report on his trip, after being 
introduced by President John­ 
son 
who announced that this 
would be an open session , “ no 
holds 
barred’’ in 
which all 
m em bers would be given direct 
answ ers to any questions com­ 


ing to their minds. Never in the 
more than 12 years that I have 
been a member of Congress 
have I attended any meeting 
where the mem bers of the Exe­ 
cutive 
Department, 
including 
the 
President, 
opened them­ 
selv es 
so completely and so 
frankly. I have never seen P res­ 
ident Johnson in better form, 
and speaking without reference 
to any notes, 
(with the ex­ 
ception 
of 
reading 
brief 
excerpts 
from 
the 
Aug. 
IO, 
1964, joint Resolution approved 
by Congress by a vote of 502-2) 
spoke 
intermittently for ap­ 
proxim ately one hour during the 
conference which lasted for two 
hours. 
Answering most of the ques­ 
tions him self, he did call upon 
the Vice President and the two 
m em bers of his 
cabinet for 
com m ents on som e of the ques­ 
tions. General W heeler also 
reported 
on 
the 
m ilitary 
aspects, including the morale 
of troops in Vietnam. Those few 
who did not attend the brief­ 
ing, 
passed up 
what I con­ 
sider one of the highlights of 
my experience in Congress, and 
I can truthfully say that I left 
that meeting with greater as­ 
surance, 
and more complete 
confidence in the actions which 
have been and which are being 
taken in the distasteful situa­ 
tion in which we find ourselves, 
than I had ever dreamed would 
be possible. 
It 
is 
most unfortunate that 
the entire briefing could not 
have been televised, for it would 
have been most beneficial for 
the people of this nation to have 
watched and listened, not neces­ 
sarily to the rem arks of the 
President and Vice President, 
but the manner and the frank­ 
ness with which they answered 
the 
questions, which covered 
every area. It is one thing to 
listen to a speech on televi­ 
sion, which raises many ques­ 
tions in the minds of the view­ 
er which they cannot have an­ 
sw ered. It is quite another to

dom; and 
“ W hereas the United States is 
assistin g the peoples of south­ 
east Asia to protect their free­ 
dom 
and has no territorial, 
m ilitary or political ambitions 
in that area, but desires only 
that these peoples should be 
left in peace to work out their 
own destinies in their own say; 


Now, therefore, be it 
“ Resolved by the Senate and 
House of R epresentatives of the 
United States of Am erica in 
C ongress assem bled, That the 
Congress 
approves 
and sup­ 
ports the determination of the 
President, 
as Commander in 
Chief, 
to take all necessary 
m easures to repel any armed 
attack against the forces of the 
United States and to prevent!

Another 
very important provision of that 
resolution is the fact that it 
may be term inated by a con­ 
current resolution, 
requiring 
only 
a majority vote. In the

NEW YORK (AP) — NBC had 
us watching television with pen­ 
cil and pad again Monday night, 
this tim e testing ourselves on 
the quickness of our eyes and 
ears. 
We were asked, in more than 
60 questions, to pick the larger 
of two disguised circles, to 
judge the speed of several mov­ 
ing vehicles, to describe char­ 
acters in a riot scene and to 
report as w itn esses of a staged 
chase scen e.

Junior College 
Expansion Forecast 


JEFFERSON CITY A P —Ex­ 
pansion of Missouri’s Junior 
college system was forecast 
by Dr. Ben Morton, executive 
secretary of the State Com­ 
mission on Higher Education. 
He said that would let the 
state colleges and universities 
concentrate on students 
who

All 
members of Congress, 
Representatives and Senators, 
have had the opportunity of 
attending a briefing on the Viet- 
nam situation, at which Vice 
President Humphrey gave an 
account of his recent visit to 
Southeast Asia; at which Pres­ 
ident Johnson gave a review of 
our involvement in Vietnam and 
reported on conditions as they 
are at the present time; fol­ 
lowing which members had the 
opportunity of asking any ques­ 
tions

McNamara,

Wheeler, Chief of Staff, or Am­ 
bassador Avarell Harriman. 
There were two sessions of 
the briefings, the first attended 
by about 200, including mem­ 
bers of the House and Senate

members of the Armed Services 
Committees, and members of 
the Foriegn Relations and For­ 
eign Affairs Committee. 
On the following day, last Fri­ 
day, along with more than 200 
other members of Congress I 
went to the White Housed at 
8j30 a.m., for a similar brief­ 
ing which began at 8;45 a.m., 
with Vice President Humphrey 
leading off with a 20-minute 
report on his trip, after being 
introduced by President John­ 
son who announced that this 
would be an open session, ’’no 
holds 
barred” in which all 
members would be given direct 
answers to any questions com­ 


ing to their minds. Never in the 
more than 12 years that I have 
been a member of Congress 
have I attended any meeting 
where the members of the Exe­ 
cutive 
Department, including 
the 
President, opened them­ 
selves so completely and so 
frankly. I have never seen Pres­ 
ident Johnson in better form, 
and speaking without reference 
to any notes, (with the ex­ 
ception 
of 
reading 
brief 
excerpts from the Aug. 
IO, 
1964, Joint Resolution approved 
by Congress by a vote of 502-2) 
spoke intermittently for ap­ 
proximately one hour during the 
conference which lasted for two 
hours. 
Answering most of the ques­ 
tions himself, he did call upon 
the Vice President and the two 
members of his cabinet for 
comments on some of the ques­ 
tions. General Wheeler also 
reported 
on 
the 
military 
aspects, including the morale 
of troops in Vietnam. Those few 
who did not attend the brief­ 
ing, passed up what I con­ 
sider one of the highlights of 
my experience in Congress, and 
I can truthfully say that I left 
that meeting with greater as­ 
surance, and more complete 
confidence in the actions which 
have been and which are being 
taken in the distasteful situa­ 
tion in which we find ourselves, 
than I had ever dreamed would 
be possible. 
It is most unfortunate that 
the entire briefing could not 
have been televised, for it would 
have been most beneficial for 
the people of this nation to have 
watched and listened, not neces­ 
sarily to the remarks of the 
President and Vice President, 
but the manner and the frank­ 
ness with which they answered 
the questions, which covered 
every area. It is one thing to 
listen to a speech on televi­ 
sion, which raises many ques­ 
tions in the minds of the view­ 
er which they cannot have an­ 
swered. It is quite another to 
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be in a group such as this where 
there are experts, including 
critics, to ask the questions 
and to have them answered, 
or to have a more detailed 
explanation of a situation. 
To those who have asked the 
question, *‘By what authority 
does the President involve our 
troops In Vietnam?” , I would 
merely call attention to the 
Joint Resolution referred to 
above, which reads; 
JOINT RESOLUTION 
“ To promote the maintenance 
of international peace and se­ 
curity In Southeast Asia 
’‘Whereas naval units of the 
Communist regime in Vietnam, 
in violation of the principles 
of the Charter of the United Na­ 
tions and of International law, 
have deliberately and repeated­ 
ly attacked United States naval 
vessels lawfully present in in­ 
ternational waters, and have 
thereby created a serious threat 
to international peace; and 
”Whereas these attacks are 
part of a deliberate and sys­ 
tematic campaign of aggression 
that the Communist regime in 
North Vietnam has been waging 
against Us neighbors and the 
nations joined with them in the 
collective defense of their free­ 
dom: and 
“ Whereas the United States is 
assisting the peoples of south­ 
east Asia to protect their free­ 
dom and has no territorial, 
military or political ambitions 
in that area, but desires only 
that these peoples should be 
left in peace to work out their 
own destinies in their own say: 


Now, therefore, be it 
“Resolved by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That the 
Congress approves and sup­ 
ports the determination of the 
President, as Commander in 
Chief, to take all necessary 
measures to repel any armed 
attack against the forces of the 
United States and to prevent! 
further aggression. 
“Sec. 2. The United States 
regards as vital to its national 
interest and to world peace 
the maintenance of international 
peace and security in southeast 
Asia. Consonant with the Con­ 
stitution of the United States and 
the Charter of the United Na­ 
tions and in accordance with 
its obligations under the South­ 
east Asia Collective Defense 
Treaty, the United States is, 
therefore, 
prepared, 
as the 
President determines, to take 
all necessary steps, including 
the use of armed force, to as­ 
sist any member or protocol 
state of the Southeast Asia Col­ 
lective Defense Treaty request­ 
ing assistance in defense of its 
freedom. 
“Sec. 3. This resolution shall 
expire when the President shall 
determine that the peace and 
security of the area is rea­ 
sonably 
assured by interna­ 
tional conditions created by ac­ 
tion of the United Nations or 
otherwise, except that It may 
be terminated earlier by con­ 
current resolution of the Con­ 
gress.” 
The President reminded the 


members of Congress that this 
resolution, approving his ac­ 
tions, was passed by a unani­ 
mous vote of 414-0 in the House 
and 88-2 in the Senate. Another 
very important provision of that 
resolution is the fact that it 
may be terminated by a con­ 
current resolution, requiring 
only a majority vote. In the 
opinion of your Representative, 
I doubt if such a resolution, 
withdrawing 
support of the 
President’s action, would re­ 
ceive as many as 25 votes in 
the House today, and that the 
Senate would also overwhelm­ 
ingly approve its action of Au­ 
gust 1964. 
While we may disagree with 
the President’s domestic pro­ 
grams at times, and while we 
may not always agree with the 
strategy which is being followed 
In Vietnam, it is apparent every 
day in every way that there 
are few members of the Con­ 
gress who would recommend 
that the President “duck tail 
and run” , and pull out of Viet­ 
nam.

MXL Chancellor Approves of 
Helping India to Become Strong 


COLUMBIA — Dr. John W. 
Schwada, chancellor of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri, concluded 
it 
is to the best interest of 
the United States to help India 
attain her objectives of becom­ 
ing a strong nation. 
On a trip1 last month to the 
Asian sub-continent the chan­ 
cellor found both encouraging 
and disturbing factors in the 
program of helping India de­ 
velop new agricultural and tech­ 
nological universities in which 
the University, along with four 
other mid-western institutions, 
is participating. 
Missouri’s part of the pro­ 
gram, conducted in cooperation 
with the U.S. Agency for In­ 
ternational 
Development, is 
centered in a contract to help 
the agricultural college in O ris­ 
sa, on the east coast of India, 
develop as an agricultural and 
technical 
university. Sim ilar 
responsibilities with other uni­ 
versities in India are being as­ 
sumed by Illinois, Ohio State, 
Kansas State and Tennessee 
universities. 
“ Taking all factors into ac­ 
count, our own long-term self­ 
interest lies in providing the 
necessary support and techni­ 
cal assistance to help make 
India a strong nation,” 
Dr. 
Schwada said in an interview. 
“ The Agency for International 
Development 
asked the five 
American universities to help 
develop new agricultural and 
technological colleges with the 
hope that advanced American 
agricultural practices can be 
taken to the Indian farmer and 
can be beneficial in terms of 
increasing food supply and pro­ 
viding a sound base for further 


economic development. 
“ These 
efforts 
probably 
should be expanded if the full 
benefits of modern agricultural 
technology are to be made wide­ 
spread throughout India and can 
be done expeditiously enough to 
help eliminate the kinds of food 
emergencies which face India 
today.” 
The University 
mission in 
India currently is headed by 
Wendell Mc Kinsey, professor 
of Agricultural Economics, as 
technical leader. The over-all 
program also involves train­ 
ing on the Columbia campus for 
Indian students, who will return 
to their homeland after their 
studies to further spread tech­ 
nical 
know-how in various 
fields. 
Dr. Schwada found that India 
has a vast reservoir of good 
will toward the United States 
and has a deep distrust and 
fear of Red China. These at­ 
titudes, he believes, constitute 
the best possible Asian bul­ 
wark against Communist ex­ 
pansion. 
“ One of the most encouraging 
factors I found is India’s work­ 
ing democracy which has under­ 
gone three changes of govern­ 
ment without conflict over the 
brief span of its 17-year his­ 
tory as an independent nation,” 
Dr. Schwada, whose academic 
field is political science, ex­ 
plained.

cal Seminary, Fort Worth, in 
1932. On the basis of six years 
work as the secretary of the 
Sunday School department of 
the Missouri Baptist General 
association, he was awarded an

For 12 1/2 years, Dr. Foster 
was pastor of four churches in 
Missouri.

Missouri Baptist is to be a 
four-year, 
coeducational lib­ 
eral arts college. 
Eighty acres of land has been 
purchased for the campus site

Federal 
Policy 
Tested

NEW YORK — How far the 
government should go in guiding 
wages, prices, money and credit 
may come to a showdown this 
month. 
The 
administration's guide­ 
lines have been challenged by 
some labor leaders, criticized 
by some corporate executives, 
and 
declared 
inadequate 
by 
some bankers. 
President Johnson has taken 
two steps which should result in 
either fresh approaches to the 
problem of inflation or in a 
clearer view of just where the 
government stands. 
F irst, the President has asked 
his top department heads and 
advisers 
to outline 
definite 
plans for combatting, or ward­ 
ing off, inflation. The question 
still to be answered is whether 
the plans will be for immediate 
action or of a standby nature. 
Second, the President 
has 
named to the Federal Reserve 
Board an economist he calls a 
moderate. The board has been 
split fairly evenly between con­ 
servatives and liberals in tack­ 
ling the problem of easy money 
vs. tight money. The moderate, 
Andrew 
F. Brimmer, 
would 
succeed C. Canby Balderston, 
a conservative. President John­ 
son himself has been regarded 
as a liberal or easy money man, 
while the board chairman, Wil­ 
liam McChesney M artin,usual­ 
ly is on the more conservative 
side. 
Businessmen, labor officials, 
financial leaders are still pretty 
much in the dark as to what the 
outcome of the two steps will 
be. March might well give the 
answer. 
Just how Brimmer will vote 
on the question of tightening 
money and credit further if in­ 
flationary drives increase may 
not be known for awhile. But the 
day of decision can’t be too far 
off, in the view of many bank­ 
e rs. 
Just what the presidential ad­ 
visers will suggest--and what 
the 
President will do--about 
plans to make wage and price 
guidelines more effective, if not 
more popular, also will be dis­ 
closed later. 
The reaction of labor, busi­ 
ness and the financial commu­ 
nity to any tightening of the 
guidelines might be one of re ­ 
sentment and resistance. It de­ 
pends on how the new plan is 
proposed and how it is adminis­ 
tered. 
The public, too, will have a 
stake in the outcome. That's 
because plans to fight inflation 
will probably involve taxes and 
the cost of borrowing money 
and the returns for lending it. 
Labor thinks any new taxes 
should be aimed at corporate 
profits. Management thinks this 
would kill the goose that is lay­ 
ing the golden egg of economic 
expansion. Without a chance for 
profits there’d be little incen­ 
tive to build new plants, buy 
new

Given Approval by Curators 


COLUMBIA — The board of 
curators of the University of 
M issouri has approved con­ 
struction of two buUdingsonthe 
campus of the University at 
Rolla, President Elm er Ellis 
announced today. 
Contracts for a physics annex, 
for which $500,000 in state ap­ 
propriations is available, were 
awarded. The low bidder was 
designated, subject to approval 
by the department of housii g 
and urban development, on the 
m aterial research building of 
the space science research cen­ 
ter. The Rolla campus has $1,- 
902,000 of state and federal 
funds available for the struc­ 
ture. 
The curators also approved 
continued recognition for Daniel 
Cowan Jackling by naming the 
new football field, adjacent to 
the proposed multiple purpose 


building, in his honor. The old 
football field that bore his name 
is now used for campus build­ 
ings. 
The physics annex of brick and 
stone will be a three-story ad­ 
dition to the physics building, 
adding 10,200 square feet of 
space 
that will be occupied 
chiefly by laboratories.

Co., Inc., of St. Louis $294,800 
on the general contract; Associ­ 
ate

Federal 
Policy 
Tested

NEW YORK 
- How far the 
government should go in guiding 
wages, prices, money and credit 
may come to a showdown this 
month. 
The 
adm inistration's guide­ 
lines have been challenged by 
some labor leaders, criticized 
by some corporate executives, 
and 
declared 
inadequate 
by 
some bankers. 
President Johnson has taken 
two steps which should result in 
either fresh approaches to the 
problem of inflation or in a 
clearer view of Just where the 
government stands. 
F irst, the President has asked 
his top department heads and 
advisers 
to 
outline 
definite 
plans for combatting, or ward­ 
ing off, inflation. The question 
still to be answered is whether 
the plans will be for immediate 
action or of a standby nature. 
Second, the President 
has 
named to the Federal Reserve 
Board an economist he calls a 
moderate. The board has been 
split fairly evenly between con­ 
servatives and liberals in tack­ 
ling the problem of easy money 
vs. tight money. The moderate, 
Andrew 
F. Brimmer, 
would 
succeed C. Canby Balderston, 
a conservative. President John­ 
son himself has been regarded 
as a liberal or easy money man, 
while the board chairman, Wil­ 
liam McChesney M artin,usual­ 
ly is on the more conservative 
side. 
Businessmen, labor officials, 
financial leaders are still pretty 
much in the dark as to what the 
outcome of the two steps will 
be. March might well give the 
answer. 
Just how Brimmer will vote 
on the question of tightening 
money and credit further if in­ 
flationary drives increase may 
not be known for awhile. But the 
day of decision can't be too far 
off, in the view of many bank­ 
e rs. 
Just what the presidential ad­ 
visers will suggest--and what 
the 
President will do--about 
plans to make wage and price 
guidelines more effective, if not 
more popular, also will be dis­ 
closed later. 
The reaction of labor, busi­ 
ness and the financial commu­ 
nity to any tightening of the 
guidelines might be one of re ­ 
sentment and resistance. It de­ 
pends on how the new plan is 
proposed and how it is adminis­ 
tered. 
The public, too, will have a 
stake in the outcome. That's 
because plans to fight inflation 
will probably involve taxes and 
the cost of borrowing money 
and the returns for lending it. 
Labor thinks any new taxes 
should be aimed at corporate 
profits. Management thinks this 
would kill the goose that is lay­ 
ing the golden egg of economic 
expansion. Without a chancelor

Such recommendations in the 
past have gone unheeded by the 
legislature. 
One sizable tax reduction was 
included.
